A Public 


Benefactor 


It is an age of specialization. The 
throat specialist regards every hu- 
man ailment in terms of defective 
throats, the heart specialist in terms 
of the hearts. Dr. F. B. Mallory, of 
Boston, a news report Saturday indi- 
cated, kept hogs drunk for 15 years, 
in order to explode or establish the 
theory that alcoholic cirrhosis of the 
liver was due to over-indulgence in 
alcohol. The hogs emerged with liv- 
ers unscathed, and the learned doct>r 
has now evolved the theory that this 
particular scourge of drunkards is 
the resuit, not of over-indulgencc, 
but of impurities in their beverage 

From « scientific and social point 
of view, this'is an interesting and 
useful discovery. Yet, one feels dis- 
appointed at the fact that the 
scientist apparently limited his in- 
vestigations to one aspect of the ques- 
tion. A man who has gone to the 
trouble to keep these beasts drunk 
consistently for such an immense 
period should surely be able to en- 
lighten us about a great many phen- 
omena in connection with inebriation. 

There is the question of amiability. 
If the liver remains unaffected, then 
possibly the old tradition that the 
dipsomaniac is a perpetually bad 
tempered person is a myth. How far 
the nervous system of a hog corres- 
ponds to that of a human being, of 
course, is difficult for the layman 
to tell, but a fifteen-year drinking 
bout, one is entitled to imagine, 
would be sufficjent to.make some sig- 
nificant. impression upon that of the 
former. 

There is the question of social use- 
fulness. Were the hogs under the 
influence of alcohol able to perform 
those duties usually expected of 
hogs? Did they pass their lives in 
harmony with hog precepts of con- 
duct? Or did they give themselves 
over, body and soul, to the occupa- 
tion of absorbing drink and  subse- 
quently rioting around the sty and 
sleeping off the effects of their rev- 
elery? Mr. Aldous Huxley--theEng- 
lish novelist and _ scientist--recently 
expounded an interesting idea in the 
London Observer. There was, he 
pointed out, nothing instrinsically 
objectional or immoral about dipsom- 
ania. The dipsomaniac, he said, was 
objectionable and immoral because 
his dipsomania usurped the place of 
all other activities and spoilt the 
balance of his life. In this respect, 
he claimed, Sir Isaac Newton, who 
sacrificed all other activities to the 
pursuit of science, was as immoral 
as a dipsomaniac, except that Sir 
Isaac’s obsession did exert an influ- 
ence on succeeding generations. Per- 
haps, since Dr. Mallory has disprov- 
en the old theory about drunkards’ 
livers, he could also establish the 
fact that drunkenness, over a period 
of 15 years is not incompatible with 
uther activities. One wonders. The 
dJepressing fact remains that drunk- 

ds have a habit of dying prematur- 
‘ely, and these hogs apparently did 
mot. 

Lastly, Dr. Mallory might make 
his contribution to the delights of the 
‘epicure. Eggs and alcoholic bacon 
‘would possibly constitute an excel- 
tent breakfast dish--a mixture of body 
‘builder and eye-opener. Since the ex- 
periment was carried on in the Unit- 
‘ed States, it would be interesting to 
dJearn how this bacon stood in relation 
to the Eighteenth Amendment. 
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THE BLIND GODDESS 


A week or so ago, in England, a 
man called Rouse was hanged for the 
murder of a man who was never iden- 
tified. Rouse, immersed in a sea of 
petty intrigues with women, gave 
some sorry night vagrant a lift in 
his car then burned passenger and 
vehicle in order to make it appear 
that he Rouse, had been burned to 
death. His object was to die official- 
ly, that he might emerge from his 
entanglements. It was the result of 
a queer mental twist, the action of 
a man evidently not normal. But 
Rouse was deemed sufficiently master 
of his actions at the time of the deed 
to be guilty of murder. The judge’s 
sentence followed inevitably upon the 
decision of the jury.

In this case it is quite 
unnecessary to draw them. 

One is tempted, however, to ven- 
ture one question. A news report in- 
dicated that the verdict was a com- 
promise between acquittal and the 
electric chair, made necessary by a 
complete disagreement. on the part of 
the jury. A curious compromise! It 
means apparently that some mem- 
bers of a body, called together for 
the express purpose of deciding the 
guilt or innocence of the gangster, 
regard him as innocent, and that 
others regard him as guilty. There- 
fore, is not’ the verdict inevitably 
wrong? If he is innocent, he is do- 
ing 14 years for a crime he did not 
commit, or possibly was justified in 
committing. If he is guilty, he has 
been shown a clemency to say the 
least unique in the history of justice.

Definite action will be taken by 
the government this year to encour- 
age and develop the livestock indust- 
ry. ' ( r! } 
Under the terms of a bill i 
duced in the legislature by . 
George Hoadley, minister of agricul- 
tre and health, authority is given 
for the creation of an Alberta live- 
stock development board. 

In its efforts to encourage stock- 
raising, the board would be empow- 
ered to purchase cattle, sheep, or 
hogs and sell these to farmers on 
credit. Purchasers from the board 
would be required to make a down 
payment equal to at least-25 per 
cent. of the selling price, and to pay 
interest at seven per cent on the wh- 
paid balance. 

Stock would be sold at cost, plus 
$2.50 for each cow; $1.00 for cach 
sow, and fifty cents for each head 
of sheep. 

No farmer would be allowed to 
purchase on credit stock of a total 
value exceeding $500. 

One of the principal objects of the 
act, it is understood, is to prevent 
the slaughter’ in such times of de- 
pression as the present, of high- 
grade breeding stock. 

Personnel of the new livestock de- 
velopment board will consist, it is 
expected, of Andrew Gilmour, La- 
combe; Norman §S. Clarke, Didsbury, 
and J. F. Percival, supervisor of co- 
operative credits.

The ruling of Mr. Justice Boyle 
that any person about to be interdict- 
ed must first. be given an ,opportun- 
ity: to be heard in his own defence is 
of much importance. The case before 
the court was that of a married wo- 
man who had been placed on the in- 
terdiction list on the application of 
her hustand. 

The clause dealing with the se- 
curing of interdiction papers reads as 
follows: 

Where it is made to appear to 
the satisfaction of any perecn, 
resident or person sojourning 
within the province, by exces- 
sive drinking of liquor, mis- 
spends, wastes, or lessens his es- 
tate, or injures his health, or en- 
dangers or interrupts the peace 
and happiness of his family, the 
justice may make an order of in- 
terdiction directing the cancel- 
lation of any permit held by that 
person, and prohibiting the sale 
of liquor to him until further 
order .. 

The act further provides the jas- 
tice may revoke the interdiction or- 
der at any time ‘‘upon being sat- 
isfied that the justice of the case so 
requires,’’ or that any  interdicted 
person may apply to a judge of any 
district court ‘‘and upon it being 
made to appear to the satisfaction 
of the judge that the circumstances 
of the case did not warrant the mak- 
ing of the order of interdiction, or 
upon proof that the interdicted per- 
son has refrained from drunkenness 
for at least twelve months,’’ the 
judge may set aside the order. 

It is clear that, if the ruling of Mr. 
Justice Boyle stands, the act falls 
short of its generally accepted {n- 
tent. Up to the present, the act pro- 
tects both the applicant for an inter- 
diction order and the person inter- 
dicted. There is no harmful public- 
ity for either party. Suppose a frail, 
much-abused woman feels that many 
of her troubles are due to the fact 
that her husband is drinking too 
much. He not only is spending more 
than he can afford on liquor, but 
when under its influence he beats his 
wife. Under the act, a5 it has been 
interpreted in the past she may 
and see a justice of the peace, pri- 
vately, lay he case before him, 
if she convinces him that her 
band would be better off and the 
whole family would benefit if he 
stopped drinking, the justice may in- 
terdiect the man. Immediately the or- 
der has been issued, the man is not- 


hus- 


ifed, but of course is not told who 
applied for the order. The man may 
now go and see the justice, and if 


he can produce proof that the order 
is not warranted by his past actions, 
the justice may at once revoke it. Or

Business in 
Canada Better 


Ottawa, Aljpril 4--The fact that 
3 important representative factors 
in Canada’s economic life show  im- 
provement, suggests a turning point 
in economic conditions during the 
first quarter of 1931, stated the 
monthly review of business statistics, 
issued by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. Common stockg, afiter 
reaching a low point in December, 
showed substantial gains in the first 
two months of the year. Index of in 
dustrial production, after taking the 
three rhonths moving average for 
smoothing purposes, reached a new 
low in January, but important gains 
in some lines during February hold 
out hopes of moderate recovery in 
the near future. Long term interest 
rates as denoted in January by a 
yield of 4.55 per cent. on Ontario 
bonds, were computed as 1.57 times 
the standard deviation above the line 
of computed normal. ”’ 

Weighted index of the physical 
volume of business in Canada in Feb- 
ruary was reported at 138.9 which 
compared favorably with that of 
1927, the year immediately preced- 
ing the recent ‘‘prosperity years 
when the index stood at 140.0. Grain 
marketing and livestock marketing 
showed favorable monthly increases 
and a substantial increase over Feb- 
ruary of last year. 

Amalysis of the business situation 
in Canada showed that while irregu- 
larities were in evidence in some di- 
rections, the broad tendencies were 
toward greater activity. ‘‘One of 
the chief elements in the improved 
outlook was the gain in the opera- 
tions of the primary Iron and steel 


industry,’’ said the review. Auto 
mobile production in February rep 
resented a gain of 10 per cent., af- 


ter seasonal adjustment.

CANADIAN LABOR UNIT os 
REPUDIATES RUSSIA AS IDEAL 


London, Ont., April 4--Aditer two 
hours’ bitter debate, Labor party of 
Ontario in convention Friday, re- 
fused to recognize Soviet Russia as 
an ideal to be followed by the Labor 
movement in Canada. By a vote of 
38 to 25, an amendment was carried, 
deleting the clase: ‘‘The Labor party 
recognizes Russia is endeavoring to 
establish a Socialist republic and is 
at this time making a valuable con- 
tribution to Socialist thought and 
idealogy,’’ from a resolution before 
the convention. 

From the same resolution, another 
paragraph repudiating Tom Moore, 
president of the Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada, for endorsing 
the Government’s stand on Soviet 
trade relations, was also deleted. Del- 
egates fought hard against the re- 
pudiation of Mr. Moore, declaring it 
was not in the intereste of the La- 
bor party to antagonize onganized 
Labor groups of the country by crit- 
icism of their leaders. 

The convention went on record as 
favoring an eight-hour day and five- 
day week. A recommendation which 
would have set up the six-hour day 
was defeated. 


Resolution which would have refer- | 


endums taken on the liquor question, 
whenever petitions signed by 25 per 
cent. of the electors asking for such 
a vote were presented to the Govern- 
ment, was turned down by the con- 
vention. Although the resolution was 
dismissed, it was indicated it may be 
reintroduced Saturday. 

The convention was unanimously 
in favor of unemployment insurance 
and did not debate the question. A 
resolution adopted requested the Gov- 

nment to provide for unemployment 
insurance ‘‘so that the workers of the 
Dominion shall be provided for at all 
times and thus abolish abl fear q 
semi-starvation.’’ 

‘*To prevent and further supression 
of free speech,’’ an amendment to 
the Criminal Code will bc sought.

MOVE FOR PEACE 


In order to assure the achievement 
of peace in the world the individual 
citizenship of the nations must ex- 
press its will and register its con- 
victions and constitute itself into an 
organized driving force behind the 
respective governments, Rt. Hon. Sir 
George Foster told a Canada-wide 
radio audience Sdnday afternoon. Sir 
George's address was broadcast 
atross the country by the Canadian 
National Railways network.
